it Co's. muttreaa factory on Seventh 
atrcotand New York avenue was burned 
today. 


The factory was a live-story Btructuic, 


witii thin brick walla and no fire cei'ape. 
It was stored with feathers, shavings 
and other inflammable materials, and 
twenty-Jive persons were at work in it, 
aix of whom were j'oung women. 


Sixteen minutes before noun tho lire 


was discovered in the packing room nt 
the front of .(he second tloor. Almost 
before an alarm could lie given to tho 
workmen it hud burst through the 
elevator shaft. Tho uscapu of those on 
tho upper floor was cut off. They stood 
in the windows shunting fur help while 
hundreds on the street wero watching 
but wore unable tu give them miccar. 


Three men were Huen on the root 


gesticulating frantically. Ucfure ladders 
could be secured these men dropped one 
by 0110. and were horribly mangled. 
Mattresses held to break the fall proved 
of no avail. 


Other men held to the projections out- 


side the windows until mutrcRBca had 
bi'uu heaped upon the eiduwulku and 
leajied off without sustaining severe ill- 
Junes. 


Twenty-five minutes after the 
fire 


hud been discovered the oust wall fell, 
and fioon thereafter the remaining walls 
fell and crushed several small structures 
adjacent. 


One ii reman and several spectators 


were hurt by falling bricks. The cause 
of tho lire id unknown. The aggregate 
Ions ia only f(iO,000. Seven men wero 
killed and three fatally injured.

falsehood, and the voter lias many 
sources ot information, misrepresenta- 
tion is a very doubtful and dangerous 
weapon for political warfare. There- 
coil is often more destructive than the 


clinrge. 


Having already being shown up lor 


crediting the expense ot tlie sheriff's 
oflice nt the present time with n deputy 
who has not been on the pay roll for 
many months, and with another who 
was'appointed by tlie supervisors to 
look alter the bcjeweled landscape gar- 
den iu front of the gold-plated court 
house, and keep the cliainfang at work 
in the park, the Expositor lias dropped 
the deputy question and is varying the 
occupation ol cooling its burned lingers 
by vociterouB remarks about compara- 
tive expenses at the jail. It charges 
that the cost of clothes and medicines 
for 
prisoners 
has 
been 
materially 


larger under Sheriff Scott tlian it was 
under Sheriff Hensley. 


It would be strange indeed it such 


were not the case. The wonder is that 
there is sot more difference. The jail 
was a very lonely institution under the 
tlminUtration 
of 
Sheriff 
Hensley. 


When Jay Scott went into oflice he 
filled it up. In the course ol a few months 
after he went into office the jail was 
filled by criminals of all degrees. Later 
on, when Grover Cleveland and the 
financial panic became factors in pre- 
vailing conditions, and vagrants multi- 
plied in numbers, the overcrowed condi- 
tion oi tho jail became a subject o 
serious comment. The columns of the 
Expositor bore testimony to the embar 
rassnient caused by overcrowding. Is 
it not, then, a natural consequence tha 
the expense ol the cou nly for clothe 
and medicines for ciminals shouU be 
increased when such conditions prevail? 
Aud what can be said of the honesty of 
a newspaper which attempts in a vin- 
dictive spirit to criticise an ollicer for 
the natural and unavoi-Hble result ot 
having done his duty i,i a diligent ef- 
fort to bring criminals to justice? While 
it is not so patent and brazen a false- 
hood upon its face as crediting the oliicc 
with the expense ut deputies in the 
manner described above, it is equally 
misleading as information, because it 
systematically avoids menti.ining the 
cause of expense.

grower and packer. 1 claim that not 
one pound of first elans raisins has been 
received in any Fresno packing houee 
previous to the 10th of September. The 
3-crowns are nothing but seeds and 
skiim, and contain no pulp or sugar. 
Furthermore, unripe and underdry rai- 
sins must be charged up to the greed 
and avarice of the growers. Last year 
the first raisinH delivered to the packers 
brought the best prices, so this year a 
large number ot growers determined to 
pick two weeks earlier than last year. 
The result is sour, worthless raisins, 
which should never be allowed to go 
forward to the eastern market at) tlrat 
class California raisins. 


The underdry raisins are often put in 


on purpose by tue grower to gain a few 
pounds in weight. All of the above 
classes of raisins should be rejected by 
the packer, especially if he cares for his 
future reputation, but ho is afraid if he 
refuses them tbe grower will get angry 
and titke his raisins to some other house, 
ami he lets his desire to do business 
warp hia better judgment, and thereby 
he becomes a party to the scheme of de- 
ceiving the eastern buyer and con- 


imcr.

of the packing houses, and I saw a box 
marked four-crowns, from one-third of 
which water could bo squeezed, Thii 
box bore the inspector's brand. 
I was 


innocent enough to suppose that the in- 
spector's brand guaranteed both grade 
and quality, but I was soon undeceived. 
The deputy inspector coming up at that 
moment I called his attention to the 
condition of the raisins. His answer 
was, "We inspectors have nothing to do 
with quality, only the grade." If this 
is true, thia stamping of the brand on 
the goods is a stupendous fraud, and 
simply a plan to irive a few men an easy 
position and good pay.

following the saiiiu course U8 BOHIC of 
the lesser Democratic free trade jour- 
nals in this country, persisted in pub- 
lishing almost dity after day, that the 
price of wool was ndviinciun since the 
passage of the Wilson bill. These state- 
ments were not based on uny authority 
or facts, but simply were kept going. 
This led the Chronicle on last Friday 
to publish nearly three columns of in- 
terviews with all tbo principal wool 
merchants and dealers in'Sun Francisco. 
The substance of all tho interviews is 
that the price of wool is not only not 
advancing, but is actually going down. 
These men know their business, uud 
thcv quote facts ami figures to substan- 
tiate what they say. Of course, every 
man who wishes the country well uud 
wiuits to aeo prosperity again in the as- 
cendant, would like to see wool reach n 
good price once more, but when tho 
price is going down it is no use to eay it 
is going up; and when free trade is 
working ruin to tbe wool business it IB 
folly to Bay it is doing the wool business 
good. Extracts from eomo of tbe inter- 
views are as follows: Hallard & Hull 
said: 
"The statement that prices went up 


from 1 to 3 cents a pound since tbe pass- 
age of the bill ia a deliberate misrepresen- 
tation of the facts. Just before tbe pass- 
age of the bill, when Cleveland de- 
nounced it. and Gorman said either his 
bill should pass or the McKiuiev bill 
remain, some felt sure tlmt the \\ ileon 
bill, removing the tariff on wool, would 
not pass. Prices then went up from 1 
to 3 cents, and the sales in Boston for 
the three weeks prior to the passage of 
the bill were heavier than ever in the 
history of tbe wool trade. Immediately 
on tbe passage of tbe bill prices dropped, 
mid tlit; market is in a deplorably poor 
condition today. 


"How, 1 am not going to talk off tbe 


book. 
I will quote liguree. We are 


buying today Uumboldt and Mcndocmo 
spring wools in grease at 11 to 12 cents, 
tbe former price- on which was IS to 25 
cents ;i pound. 
San Jo:i<itiin spring 


wools are now 4 to 13 cents, where they 
were 14'to 18 coute. As for econred 
wools, under the McKinley tariff they 
eold for 30 to55cents; under the Wilson 
tariff they are quoted at IS to 33 cents. 
H would have been an easy matter to 
have verified the statement that the 
Wilson tariff had advanced prices 1 to ^ 
cents; but perhaps that was not desired, 
as the advices show that tbe purchases 
inude at advanced rates occurred, all of 
them, before August 28. 


"Where ie tbe wool grower going to 


get off? lie will not get enough to pay 
him for shearing and marketing tlie 
wool under this beneficent Wileon tariff. 
Previous to August 28 we bail plenty of 
orders; since then I do not know of a 
single order from the East having been 
placed in this market.

commiesion houses in Uosion write: 
'We do not intend to do any buying un- 
til after lliu auction sales in London on 
thelStb.1 


"A statement is made in the hxam- 


iner article that wool warehouses are 
empty, leaving it to bi> inferred tbatthu 
EH.ca have been KO great that the housce 
have been cleared out.

It was wool pales that emptied 
them, but the raiHOii is tlmt tbe houses 
arc no longer needed; they uru goiuu 
out of the wool storing business.
